obstacles which arose in commit- 


tee or on the floor of either house. 
The rest of us were caught up in 
the pressures of last-minute com- 
mittee hearings, or floor debates 
on hotly contended amendments. 


Compared to previous special 
sessions held in even numbered 
years, this one would appear to 
stack up very well. Including the 
proposal to abolish the death pen- 
alty (which got the extraordinary 
treatment of a second special ses- 
sion all its own) there were 40 
items on our agenda, which is 
Legislation relat- 
ed to about three quarters of these 
items went to the Governor. An- 
other seven or eight subjects have 
been referred to interim commit- 
tees for. further.. investigation. 
Only a very few items were com- 
pletely rejected. 


Special measures are being en- 
acted to put both the $300 million 
school building and the $400 mil- 
lion veterans home loan issues on 
the ballot in the June primary 
election, instead of the November 
general election. The maximum 
monthly limit on total loans for 
school construction has been 
raised by twenty-five percent. A 
transfer loan from the general 
fund, pending receipt of money 
from sale of the bonds, was pro- 
vided to accelerate the school pro- 
gram.

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gard the legislative enactment of 
the master plan for our public 
system of higher education as one 
of the most significant accom- 
plishments of the special session. 
Certainly, the plan will do much 
to enable our institutions to meet 
the great challenges of the years 
to come in providing the best 
quality of higher education in all 
fields of our California students. 
It will also do much to end unnec- 
essary and expensive competition 
between the various types of in- 
stitutions by spelling out the spe- 
cific functions of the University, 
the state colleges, and the junior 
colleges without setting up a rigid 
constitutional structure. The in- 
terplay of the many differing forc- 
es which resulted in this legisla- 
tion gave a truly graphic demon- 
stration of the political compro- 
mises which are a basic factor in 
our American process of legislat- 
ing. 

The successful enactment. of 
anti-smog legislation was another 
highlight of our session. The need 
for some control over the exhaust 


fumes of motor vehicles in many . 


of our metropolitan areas could 
not be denied. A major question, 
however, arose as to what type of 
legislation should be drafted — a 
law providing for a strong cen- 
tralized administration by the 
State, or one giving the local 
authorities responsibility for in- 
voking the law, with the State 
only approving smog control de- 
vices. At first, it seemed unlike- 
ly that the two poles of this prob- 
lem could be reconciled, but to 
the surprise of some, a nice bal- 
ancing of interests resulted in an 
effective control measure. 


Satisfactory compromises were 
also worked out in bills to control 
certain fraudulent practices in the 
field of home owners’ loans and 
second mortgages which, it was 
maintained, have cost home buy- 
ers millions of dollars in recent 
years. Last minute Senate amend- 
ments preserved the essential fea- 
tures of the original bills. 


The end of every session always 
brings to every legislator a slight 
sense of regret, and for me, this 
one is like its predecessors. But 


I do have a real feeling that 
our responsibilities to all Califor- 
nians were properly discharged.

ESR Testo ics 


Q. Not long ago I received a 
i rom a doctor. Among 
others, there was a charge for 
an ESR test. What sort of test 
is this? 
A. The abbreviation stands for 
erythrocyte (red blood cell) sedi- 
mentation rate. When blood to 
which an anticlotting substance 
has been added is allowed to stand 
in an upright tube, the red cells 
gradually settle to the bottom. 
The rate of settling is altered in 
certain diseases, A normal sedi- 
mentation rate does not neces- 
sarily exclude disease, but a fast 
rate of settling shows that further 
study is desirable. 
Q. Are blondes more sensitive 
to pain than brunettes? 
A. We have no information re- 
garding the relative sensitivity to 
pain of blondes and brunettes. 
However, an Australian dentist 
made a study of eye color ‘and 
the reaction to pain and found 
that blue-eyed patients com- 
plained very little. The sensitivity 
to dental pain increased through 
the blue-grey, green-grey, green, 
hazel, light brown and dark 
brown range. 


Q. I read in a magazine that 
bee venom injections cure 
arthritis. Is this true? 

A. Bee venom injections have 
been tried in cases of arthritis but 
there is no good medical evidence 
that such treatment provides sat- 
isfactory relief,

City Hall Beat 
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ORDINANCE NO. 672 AIMED 
AT ELIMINATING PHONIES 


Always a nuisance problem are 
the fast-talking, sharpshooting 


door-to-door salesmen who move 
into a town, work the citizenry 
for all they can get, then move on. 


The technicality that most of 
the door-to-door salesmen use to 
avoid licensing and city regula- 
tions is that they are under inter- 
state commerce. If they are so 
classed, they cannot be licensed by 
the city. 


In an effort to cut down on the 
foot-in-the-door type of salesmen, 
and to keep the real phonies out 
of town, Ordinance No. 672 is now 
in the mill and will shortly be- 
come the law of the city. 

This ordinance makes it a dis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of 
up to $500, and/or six months in 
jail for anyone, who does not have 
a Porterville business address, to 
go house-to-house without a per- 
mit. 


Under the new ordinance, a

house-to-house solicitor must es- 
tablish hig identity and his busi- 
ness; he must produce a recent 
photo of himself; he must be 
fingerprinted; he must provide 
certain references; and he must 
state whether. or not he has ever 
been convicted of any crime. 


The chief of police has 20 days 
to determine the truth of the 
statements of the applicant; after 
his check, he approves or disap- 
proves the application to solicite. 
If the application is approved, 
then the salesman is given a per- 
mit, which carries his picture and 
information about his business. 
Charge for investigation is $10.00. 

And here’s a point to remem- 
ber: Door-to-door salesmen are re-

quired to exhibit their permit at 
the request of any citizen. If you 
buy from anyone at your door 
without asking for the permit, or 
from anyone who does not have a 
permit, you are asking to be took. 


This new ordinance has teeth in 
it; it is designed to eliminate the 
fly - by - nighter, which in turn 
helps the legitimate business man. 
But the ordinance will be really 
effective only if housewives, and 
husbands, use the ordinance by 
demanding to see the identifica- 
tion of door-to-door salesmen, 
then, if the identification is not 
presented, or if information on the 
solicitation permit does not check 
with actual selling pitch, call the

SACRAMENTO, Apr. 14—Pric- 
es received by California farmers 
as of mid-March for most commod- 
ities were relatively stable, with 
a@ month earlier, according to the 
California Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting service. 


Prices received for hogs, beef 
cattle, lambs, and potatoes showed 


place | good gains during the month, but 


wholesale milk prices declined 
seasonally. Oranges advanced 
moderately but grapefruit declin- 
ed.

Compared with a year ago sub- 
stantial gains were made by oats, 
rice, potatoes, hay, alfalfa seed, 
oranges, lambs, and wool, while 
material declines were recorded 
for barley, sorghum grain, cotton 
lint and seed, grapefruit, hogs, 
beef cattle, eggs, and milk cows. 

Mid-March prices were well 
above the 1954-58 average for po- 
tatoes, hay, alfalfa seed, oranges, 
beef cattle, calves, and milk cows. 
Prices substantially below aver- 
age were recevied for all grains 
except oats, cottonseed, grape- 
fruit, lemons, hogs, wool, chickens 
and eggs.

In County Taxes 

PORTERVILLE, Apr. 14 — A 
check in the amount of $973,- 
854.77 was presented to Tulare 
county, Monday, as the final in- 
stallment of Southern California 
Edison company’s local property 
taxes for 1959-60. 

This check, together with the 
first installment which was paid 
last December 10, brings the total 
property taxes paid by Edison in 
this county for the year to $1,- 
947,709.54, according to Roscoe R. 
Sparks, Porterville, district man- 
ager for the electric utility. 

Edison is the largest utility tax- 
payer in this county, Sparks 


twice-a-year payments goes direct- 
ly toward the support of public 
schools. 

Edison’s 1959-60 property tax 
bill for 13 counties in Southern 
and Central California totals $35,- 
196,454.61, an increase of 12.3 
per cent over the previous year. 

Twenty-nine cents of every dol- 
lar of revenue received by Edison 
goes for payment of local, state 
and federal taxes which constitut- 
ed the company’s largest single 
item of expense for the eleventh 
straight year.

Last year many young trees 
were severely injured, and in some 
cases killed by the Fire Ant (Sol- 
enopsis geminata). This pest feeds 
on tender twigs, bark and leaves. 
Profuse gummng results. Grow- 
ers often confuse this reaction 
with brown rot gummosis. Some- 
times the feeding is so extensive 
that nursery trees or recently 
planted orchard trees are girdled 
and die. 

Effective control may be ob- 
tained by dusting a circle around 
the tree and covering burrows 
wherever they may be found with 
five per cent chlordane dust.

“In all the time that the stable 
operated, no one was ever refused 
a night’s lodging,’”’ Mr. Owen re- 
calls. “In the high water of 1937, 
an entire family lived on the hay 
inside the stable until the water 
went down.” 

In its ‘‘golden days’’, the livery 
stable had a bunk room, a harness 
room, and single and double stalls 
on both sides of the center sec- 
tion. The Hot Springs stage teams 
were stabled there, running daily 
between the Ducor hotel, operated 
by Mike Mitchell, and the Hot 
Springs hotel, operated by Joe 
Mitchell. Driver was Fred Min- 
aker. 

Still readable was the stable’s 
“Nitch of Fame’, painted many 


years ago on the outside bunk- |’ 


house wall by Charlie O’Brien. In 
the group thus recorded were: 
Charles Small, George Owen, Chew 
Mock, Wilco Mentz, Chris Crow 
and S. T. Gregory. 

Mr. Owen planned to cut out 
this section of wall and save it. 

‘In the old stable was the accu- 
mulation of more than a half cen- 
tury—wagon parts, harness, tools, 
draw chains and such items. Mr. 
Owen salvaged the material that 
had historical and sentimental 
value, including a Studebaker wa- 
gon. 

The fact that the building had 
become dangerous led to its final 
demolition. Mr. Owen has no 
plans now for development of the 
corner.
